Nearly 50 years ago Congress passed a law prohibiting the 
photographing of obligations and securities of the United States, 
which includes our paper money. In the past half century many 


newspapers and magazines have violated the law, mostly because | 


they did not know about it, or because they decided that it did not 
apply to newspaper or magazine illustrations. This article is an 
attempt to clarify such misunderstandings. 

Actually there are two Federal laws which affect reproductions 
in the likeness of paper money and other obligations of the United 
States. One is Title 18, U. S. Code 474, which reads in part: 

“Whoever prints, photographs, or in any other manner makes 
or executes any engraving, photograph, print, or impression in the 
likeness of any such obligations or other security, or any part 
thereof, or sells any such engraving, photograph, print, or im- 
pression, except to the United States, or brings into the United 
States any such engraving, photograph, print, or impression, 
except by direction of some proper officer of the United States 
shall be fined not more than $5,000 or imprisoned not more than 
fifteen years, or both.” 

The other law is Title 18, U. S. Code, Section 475, which was 

amended June 16, 1951 to read as follows: 

“Whoever designs, engraves, prints, makes, or executes, or 
utters, issues, distributes, circulates, or uses any business or pro- 
fessional card, notice, placard, circular, handbill, or advertisement 
in the likeness or similitude of any obligation or security of the 
United States issued under or authorized by any Act of Congress 
or writes, prints, or otherwise impresses upon or attaches to any 
such instrument, obligation, or security, or any coin of the United 
States, any business or professional card, notice, or advertisment, 


or any notice or advertisement whatever, shall be fined not more 


than $500.” 
Of great importance is the fact that both laws prohibit repro- 
ductions “in the likeness of’? obligations of the United States and 


Section 474 also carries the words, “or any part thereof,’ which | 
means that the photographing or printing of any design which is in | 


the likeness of any portion of an obligation or security of the United 
States is unlawful. 

For the sake of further clarity, here is a definition of the words, 
“obligation or other security of the United States,” as given in Title 
18, U. S. Code, Sections: 

“The term ’obligation or other security of the United States’ 
includes all bonds, certificates of indebtedness, national bank 
currency, Federal Reserve notes, Federal bank notes, coupons, 
United States notes, Treasury notes, gold certificates, silver cer- 
tificates, fractional notes, certificates of deposit, bills, checks, or 








drafts for money, drawn by or upon authorized officers of the | 


United States, stamps and other representatives of value, of what- 


ever denomination, issued under any Act of Congress, and canceled | 


United States stamps.” 


The laws are plain. You cannot, without proper authority, make | 


an engraving, photograph, print, or other impression of an obligation 
or security of the United States, or any part of such obligation or 
security. You cannot make, circulate or use any advertisement in 
the likeness of any such obligation or security, or part thereof. 
Illustrations of Coins 

Before July 16, 1951, the Federal law prohibited illustrations of 
coins, but on that date an amendment was adopted (Public Law 79, 
82nd Congress, approved July 16, 1951), which removed the restric-

DANGERS INVOLVED 


What danger lies in making photographs of money, or adver- 
tisements which resemble money? The U. S. Secret Service, which 
is charged with the enforcement of the counterfeiting laws, has had 
cases where newspaper photographs of counterfeit paper money 
have been clipped from papers and passed as genuine notes. It has 
had cases where so-called ‘“‘play money” and even “rubber money” 


has been successfully passed as the real thing. 


Most counterfeit bills today are made by photoengraving pro- 
cesses, which begin with a photographic negative. There is no im- 
plication that a reputable publisher would photograph a $10 bill to 
illustrate a story in his publication, and then use the negative to 
produce a counterfeit plate, but in at least one case the Secret Service 
arrested an employee of a newspaper who used the paper’s facilities 
after hours to make plates for counterfeit $1 bills. The photographic 
negative of money which is made with good intentions and which 
later falls into unscrupulous hands is one danger which the strict 
enforcement of the law can prevent. 


It is possible, of course, to photograph paper money so that no 
part of the money is “in the likeness” of genuine money. The dis- 
tance of the camera from the object, the angle at which the photo- 
graph is taken, the sharpness of focus, all are important factors in 
avoiding a degree of “likeness” which would be in conflict with the 
law. The safest way to avoid a violation, of course, is to refrain

POINTS TO LOOK FOR ON SOME 
POPULAR COINS. 

1 CENT LINCOLN: The lines on wheat 
ear are a good spot to look for wear, On 
a coin classed as very good most lines 
should be showing, on a coin graded fine 
they should be sharp. 


5 CENT LIBERTY: E Pluribus Unum is 
legible on coins graded good, clear on coins 
graded very good. One graded fine should 
have full liberty, 


5 CENT BUFFALO: On a good coin edge 
of word Liberty may be slightly worn, but 
on one graded very good the word Liberty 
is clear and one-half of horn shows, a fine 
coin should have nearly a full horn, and 
coin classed as very fine has full horn and 
tail shows on hip. 


10 CENT MERCURY: Watch lines on 
fasces, on coins classed very good some 
fasces lines show, a fine coin should have 
most all lines. 


FOR BEGINNERS who are just starting 
to collect, here are a few suggestions and 
some advice. First, a coin guide book is 
a@ must. They can be purchased tor $1.00 or 
more for helpful information: on care, 
condition, value, amount minted, types, 
how coins are made, and other news of 
help and interest. Most coins can be found 
in circulation, As you are making your 
set always try to improve the worn coins. 
Value of coins depends greatly on the 
condition, Never clean or polish coins un- 
less you are experienced, If you must try, 
use a common date coin. There are handy 
cleaning kits available for this purpose. 
Coin insert folders and other supplies can 
be obtained at your dealer. You may also 
notice that the age of old coins ao not 
make them rare. There are some late date 
coins minted that are worth more than 
some hundreds of years old. What makes 
one coin worth more than another are by 
these factors: Amount of coins minted, 
availability, collectors demand and any 
unusual die strikes, Coins can be obtained 
through purchases, by auctions or trading 
with collectors. Mint sets can be bought 
by writing the Treasury Dept., U. S,. Office 
of Treasury, Washington 25, D. C., at 
face value, plus postage and handling. To 
obtain Proof Sets of current year send 
$2.10 money order to Supt. Phila. Mint 
16th and Spring Garden Streets, Philadel- 
phia, Pa. You may order as many sets as 
you wish. Commemorative half dollars 


are authorized periodically by Congress. 
| These halves when issued are not sold by 





the mints. they are turned over to a 
Commission authorized by Congress at face 
value.

GRADING AND POINTS OF WEAR 

This photo set up shows five Lincoln cents in (5) different conditions. The main 
points determining their conditions are the Ear line sharpest and the lines of the 
Wheat stalks. Some collectors use the collar or bow tie to further define condition, I 
have noted many collectors use the wheat lines alone for grading. I feel a combination 
of both the ear and wheat lines to be more accurate. 

There are many of these cents with weak strikes, usually the reverse impression 
is weak on this type. 

If you will note the photo, left to right you will see the different conditions, Good 
to X.F. Note the ear and wheat lines as they increase in sharpness in better grades. 

Mint Mark positions and size have been noted to be different sizes and positions 
This is attributed to a new order or die defect. Instead of making up a new die, the 
engraver inserts a new mint mark, as a rule it is never in the same position. It may 
be unusually high, low, or off to the sides. The size of the mint mark is probably due 
to the different engraver on the job at that time.

GRADING STANDARDS 


The beginning of a series. 
by Earl McBrayer 


Most serious collectors in the 
United States today are condition 
collectors. They desire to improve 
their displays by replacing each 
specimen with a more attractive 
coin whenever possible. A dealer 
recently told your writer that 
many of his customers were not 
even interested in coins of dates 
they did not have which graded 
less than fine. The condition of 
his coins then, is an important 
consideration for the new collec- 
tor who wishes to enjoy his hobby 
and protect his investment as 
well. 

This would explain the big dif- 
ference in value between coins of 
popular series that grade fine and 
extremely fine. Most all dealers 
and collectors are honest but un- 
fortunately there are a few un- 
scrupulous sharpshooters who 
grade coins too highly and make 
their ‘Florida’ money from delib- 
erate misrepresentation. Word 
gets around as to who these per- 
sons are and reliable publications 
oon eliminate them from their 
advertising clientele. THE FLY- 
ING EAGLET would appreciate 


‘hearing of any such operators. 


‘How does one learn to grade 
coins,’ and ‘who establishes grad- 
ing standards,’ are two of the 
questions that the beginning col- 
lector asks the more experienced 
numismatist. Standards of grad- 
ing vary somewhat since there 
are no Official patented rules but 
most collectors follow the grad- 
ing standard as published in The 
FLYING EAGLET. 


Everyone knows that practice 
makes perfect and a written guide 
for grading goes just so far. The 
best way to learn grading there- 
for, is by comparison with fellow 
collectors. Some clubs have con- 
tests and a popular ‘bull’ session 
before and after the meeting 
where this may be done. In arti- 
cles to follow this one we will 
consider the grading of individual 
series of coins in this colums.

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PAPER MONEY ROUND-UP 
Those Mystic Digits 
By Harold Don Allen 

_ The modern bank note has so much to it that the first glimpse 
of 4 new currency sets up a conflict in which half a dozen or more 
characteristics vie to catch the collector’s eye. Just what do we see 
first on viewing a new bill? I expect the psychologists could weave 
quite a few paragraphs about this point, but it is certain that no 
two people react in exactly the same way to seeing anything new. 
So with paper currency, the non-numismatic man-in-the-street 
tends to look to the ornate denomination-device, and respond, as he 
deems appropriate, according to whether he sees a “1000” or a “1”. 
But, the seasoned traveller scrutinizes country of origin, currency 
and date of issue. Accordingly, your self-styled handwriting expert 
could have himself a field day reading character from the incredible 
diversity of signature types that adorn the modern world’s monetary 
notes. Me, I confess a weakness for serial numbers. Stick with me 
for a few paragraphs and I’ll show you just how far this sort of 
semi-numismatic delving can go. 

My bright new Brazilian cruzeiro, worth all of 114 cents, bears 
a six-digit serial number, 094031, and a further overprint, “Serie 
2444A’’, My ten cruzeiros (big money!) reads, from top to bottom, 
“Estampa 2A, Serie 954A, 061970’. Which, at a first glance, seems 
to add up only to that they have an awful lot of low-value bills, as 
well as coffee, in Brazil! True, but a little digging reveals that the 
red numbers have far more to tell. For one thing, Brazil circulates 
two issues of these denominations, side by side. One issue is pro- 
duced by that venerable New York City firm of engravers and secur- 
ity printers, the American Bank Note Company. The other originates 
with the equally renowned British firm of Thomas de la Rue. Each 
printer runs his own serial numbers. “Estampa 2A” merely means 
the British sequence. The “A” is the Portugese equivalent of our 
“nd”, “th’’ or “st”. Yet, series number 2,444 sounds ponderous, even 
without the terminal “A’”’. At 1,000,000 notes to the series, it would 
indicate over two billion notes! Obviously, one assumpion or the 
other, the 2,444 series or the million-note total must be wrong. 
Surprisingly, the mistake will be found to lie with the “million”. 
While the serial number undeniably boasts six digits, we look long 
before we find anything other than a zero in the initial space! The 
series, rather, is of 100,000. The first digit is there merely to provide 
a space for the sixth figure of the 100,000th note! 

Such a condition proves anything but unique. Wads of foreign 
currency are quick to give up the secret when initial zeros are mere- 
ly to make room for the extra digit of the final note. 

In fact, initial zeros nearly always pose a delemma. Unless the 
note series is one with which you are familiar, how are you to know 
if those extra places were subsequently used up? The Canadian 
$1000 bill of 1937 never lost its “A” series and three initial zeros, 
in 17 years. Some French and French colonial bills, with up to ten 
digits, have initial zeros as the expected thing. Only a few series 
have lasted long enough to replace them with figures that count. 
Series letters can be even more perplexing. A prefix of letters and 
numbers can mean a powerfully large issue, or can just be telling a 
date or denomination or place of issue, or saying the same thing 
twice, to catch counterfeiters off guard. 

Close to home are to be found many examples of serial numbers 
performing multiple functions. Serial numbers on small-size U. S. 
currency come in five colours. Each colour designates a different 
kind of note. Thus, a yellow number picks out a Gold Certificate, a 
red a United States Note. To go one step further, the green number 
of a Federal Reserve Note gives a key to its district of issue, 
through the final letter. The only surprise to the complexities of 
U.S. currency numbering (How different from earlier series, which 
started with a humble but eye-catching ‘‘1’’!) is that the serial num- 
ber offers no clue as to denomination, In Canada, the prefix is in 
the form of a “fraction”, and the lower letter tells the face value 
of the note. 

Serial numbers will conceal their secrets, unless we dig! Little 
has been written on the subject, but rarely are such matters inten- 
tionally obscured. A little searching in bank archives, and we had 
no trouble unearthing the fact that the serial numbers of most pre- 
1935 Canadian chartered bank issues numbered the sheets (of four) 
and not the notes. Normally,a black series letter, denoting position 
on the sheet, appeared somewhere on the face of the note. 

Low serial numbers, high ones, and such odd ones as “12345678” 
and ‘‘7070707”’ have undeniable appeal to many currency enthusiasts. 
But, beware (if you are a beginner) of “very low” serial numbers 
that are not serial umbers at all. Many Japanese and Korean bills, 
particularly low values, have red numbers of one to four digits, 
which look like low serials.
